when the p risoner is y ou ng and beau tifu l, 
with a wealth of golden ringlets, blessed 
with tresses and sp arkling ey es, the sor­ 
row mu st bo simp ly inex p ressible.

“horrid great m an” with handcu ff on his 
wrists is a sight that we who hav e min­ 
gled with the world hav e and mu st be­ 
come accu stomed to, and, iu deed. do not 
mind; bu t to see the manacles u p on the 
delicate maiden’s wrists; to sec the iron 
badge of imp risonment su rrou nded with 
flou nces and laees and intermingled with 
golden sp angles that are tokens of lov e 
and friendship ; this is not common p lace. 
Editors are not often called u p on to 
chronicle a sadder sight than that wit­ 
nessed at the Cou nty Jail y esterday . One 
of the y ou ng lady school marms, here to 
attend the teachers’ institu te, wearing 
handcu ffs! The sight was made dou bly 
cru el by the grief of the girl and the p u b­ 
licity which was giv en to the affair by , 
what wc may in all charity say was, sheer 
thou ghtlessness on the p art of somebody . 
It certainly ap p ears to u s, as wc learn the 
facts, to hav e been an u nnecessary ex hi­ 
bition of a p oor girl's misfortu ne, for 
su ch it was, after all, only a misfortu ne. 
Althou gh the p u blicity giv en the affair 
was u nnecessary still we do not call at­ 
tention to the matter in a sp irit of com ­ 
p laint against Sheriff Edwards, for he 
was not at home, nor any of his dep u ties; 
bu t it does ap p ear to hay e been u nneces 
sary to march an innocent—as was the 
real fact—y ou ng lady throu gh the streets 
with handcu ffs u p on her wrists as was 
done y esterday . 
This was a hu miliation 
that shou ld hav e been av oided, and, we 
may hop e, if the sheriff had been at home, 
wou ld not hav e occu rred. 
It shou ld not 
hav e occu rred in any ev ent. 
Howev er 
the p oor girl disp lay ed mu ch realcou rage 
and condu cted 
herself 
with dignity 
throu gh all the trou ble. 
Yesterday after­ 
noon a y ou ng iu dy . to whom we refer, 
who is attending the Teachers’ Institu te 
while v isiting at the sheriff s residence be­ 
came interested with a v ery bright p air of 
handcu ffs that a dep u ty was ex hibiting, 
and in a p lay fu l mood clasp ed them on 
her wrist, bu t when she desired to remov e 
them again, alas, the key was not to be 
fou nd! Either the sheriff or one of his 
dep u ties was absent from the city with 
tho key in his p ocket, and a y ou ng and 
beau tifu l lady was in irons manacled and 
in jail! The gu nsmith, Ju liu s A. Smith, 
was sent for and lie worked faithfu lly 
with file and saw u p on the chilled steel 
bu t with no v ery great su ccess. 
He mu st 
hav e tools at his shop that were not p ort­ 
able and therefore the dear girl mu st go, 
manacles and all. To remov e handcu ffs 
withou t a key a v ise it was fou nd became 
as necessary as v ice is generally the cu u se 
of their u se. 
So the girl p u t on her hat 
and cov ered u p , as best she cou ld, her 
hands and wrists, and esp ecially the man­ 
acles 
also, and marched away down 
throu gh the streets to Drew’s Gu nshop , 
where after a stru ggle of two or three 
hou rs, the school marm was reliev ed, and 
the iron clasp s remov ed from her wrists. 
One of the lessons she can hereafter teach 
her scholars in school is that of av oiding 
handcu ffs.

harbor bill we p resu me that there are 
other than p olitical cau ses for this strong 
Op p osition to the canal. 
This informa­ 
tion was brou ght in at the meeting of the 
conference committee y esterday morning 
and the members were informed that it is 
u seless to waste fu rther time in tr> :ng to 
reach an agreement. 
The Senate ba.f of j 
the conference committee asked if all the 
legislativ e p ower of the Hou se had been 
delegated to the steering 
committee, and j 
if it was p rop osed that it shou ld lake j 
charge of the Senate also. 
Mr. Willis and j 
his colleagu es, Messrs. 
Blanchard and 


Henderson, cou ld only say that the situ a­ 
tion was su cL as they described, and the 
Senate had the p riv ilege of accep ting 
either alternativ e. The conference ad­ 
jou rned, and the qu estion of receding will 
be.'su bmitted to the Senate, whether or 
not it will y ield and giv e u p its amend­ 
ments, inclu ding the Hennep in Canal ap ­ 
p rop riation.

C hicago , J uly, 37.— 11m cross-examina­ 
tion of Andrew 
C. Janson (not Johnson), 
the Pinkerton detective, was continued in 
the trial of the Anarchists Monday with­ 
out breaking the force of his testimony. 
W. H. Freeman, a newspaper reporter, then 
testified to bearing revolutionary and in­ 
cendiary speeches, generally corroborating 
the testimony heretofore given. 
The next witness was Joseph (iruenhut, 
city inspector of tenement houses. 
He said 
he 
was a .Socialist, but not an Anarchist, 
nor did he belong to any of the revolution- 
ary ‘'groups.” 
The witness was not a good 
one for the prosecution, except so far as to 
testify generally to the revolutionary views 
of the prisoners 
He could not swear pos­ 
itively that he had heard any of them a d­ 
vocate the use of dynamite, but thought 
he had heard such visws expressed by 
the 
defendants. 
Several other witnesses were 
examined, their testimony being cumula­ 
tive, and not developing anything new. 
Kxtracts of an incendiary character from 
The Arbeiter Zeitung, The Anarchist, and 
The Alarm, were read during the a fter­ 
noon. 
A dynamite bomb, eighteen and a half 
Inches long and two inches in circumfer­ 
ence, was found secreted in a barrel of 
straw on the fourth floor of Wilbur 
Allen’s crockery warehouse, 23 Ea st Wash­ 
ington street, Monday afternoon. 
It was 
i oinplettly loaded and primed, and its des 
tructive powder wili equal that of four 
bombs such as the one which caused so 
much desolation and death at the Hay- 
nmrket 
It is supposed to be the handwork 
of Louis Lingg, the boznb-maker now on 
trial with Hpier et al. 
The bomb was prob­ 
ably placed in the barrel on May 1, as on 
that date (be barrels were emptied of their 
contents and the straw thrown back into 
them. 
The detectives a t the central station 
were communicated with and the instru­ 
ment of death was soon landed safe and 
sound in Lieut. Hhea’s room. Abo Ascheles, 
a young Russian, is suspected of being the 
person to whom it belongs. 
At the store of 
A. .S. (¡ago & Co., where it was stated the 
man had boen employed, it was learned 
that Ascheles and a man named Arent, a 
Frenchman, had been there for a short 
time, but they were both discharged about 
July 11» and it was supposed there tha t they 
bad gone to Kansas. 
Fu lly 2,000 ardent sym pathizers of the 
A nan hists now on trial assembled in W est 
1 vvelfth street Tu rner hall Monday evening, 
and a t leu st 100 police and detectives in citi­ 
zens dress were scattered throu ghou t tho 
hail. 
The meeting was very orderly and 
the speeches were of a tam e < haracter in 
comparison with the iiery u tterances of last 
su mmer on the lak e front and other pu blic 
places. 
A. (). BischofT, tho first) speak er, 
said the meeting had been called for the pu r­ 
pose of protesting against the cou rse as­ 
su med by the press in the so-called A narchist 
trial. 
He hoped good order wou ld prevail, 
and that the resolu tions which were to be 
load wou ld receivo dispassionate considera­ 
tion. 
Vociferou s cheering greeted his as­ 
sertion that the prets of Chicago did not 
speak the tru th. 
Tho resolu tions, which were adopted with 
a hu rrah, declare that the press of Chicago, 
with u Jmo.-t entire u nanim ity has denou nced 
the defendants in tho A narchist trial as 
gu ilty, and has clamored for their condem n­ 
ation and execu tion, althou gh they have not 
yet been heard in tbeir own defense, and has 
not fairly and fu lly pu blished the evidence 
thu s fa r addu ced, particu larly the cross ex­ 
am inations of the witnossos called by tho 
prosecu tion.

tion, as, 
though he had been ill, a fa ta l 
termination was not for a moment ex­ 
pected by anybody. 
He had been com­ 
plaining for over a month past, 
but his

ous. He had been treating himself to gat rid 
of superfluous flesh 
which troubled him for 
m any years past, and had reduced himself 
« >ver sixty pounds. 
About ten days ago he 
became alarmingly sick, but told his friends 
that he was hopeful of speedy recovery. 
H u bert Ogden Thompson 
was atfou t 42 
years of age, and was born in Boston, 
Mass., his father being Cephas U. Thom p­ 
son, an artist of considerable repu tation, 
now residing in this city. 
H u bert came to 
New York a t 10 years of age, and was em ­ 
ployed as a brok er’s clerk in W all street. 
He became ati intim ate friend of Thomas 
( ’. Campbell in 1S70, and became active in 
politics and in opposition to Tam m any hall. 
Throu gh Cam pbell’s influ ence he was mado 
« lepu ty commissioner of pu blic work s. Thi3 
position b > held u ntil 1875» , when be was ap­ 
pointed cou nty clerk in place of H enry A. 
Gu mbleton, who was removed on charges. 
Thompson gained possession of the office a t 
m idnight by a famou s cou p d ’etat, accom ­ 
panied by Police Ju stice M u rray, Jam es 
M cCartney, Ed Clark son, W. F. Gammon, 
and ex-Police Commissioner McLean. They 
gained access to the cou nty cou rt hou se 
and at 1 a. m. biok e open a cellar door 
Jeadiu g into the cou nty clerk ’s office. W hen 
Mr. Gu mbleton, who intended to hold the 
fort, arrived next morning, he fou nd him ­ 
self barred ou t. This, and Governor Robin­ 
son’s action in rem oving Gu mbleton, began 
the famou s w arfare of John Kelly and his 
Tam m any braves, which resu lted in John 
Kelly ru nning for governor and the defeat 
of Robinson. 
The w ar between Tam m any and the 
cou nty Democracy ensu ed and has raged 
with varying vigor ever since, being hardly 
over yet. 
In 18,84 M ayor Edson refu sed to 
reappoint Thompson, and his power had 
waned considerably with the loss of patron­ 
age resu lting from being ou t of the cou trol 
of pu blic work s 
Du ring the last cam piign Thompson came 
to the front as the chu inpion of Cleveland, 
and su cceeded, by means of a triangu lar 
fight against lo al Tam m any candidates, in 
extending the « ontest ou t into the stato. 
Mr. Thompson was a fam iliar figu re in 
W ashington, and was alw ays accorded a 
warm welcome by tho president. 
He was 
on intim ate friend of Secretary Manning. 
He was popu lar with all classes, and was 
k nown as a good fellow.

T H E FAIR SEX VERY PARTICULAR 
AS TO W HAT T H EY EAT. 


T he D ifference B etw een Men and Wo* 
m en W hen They (J o In to a R estaurant 
for D inner—H ow T roprietors V iew tlie 
T w o Sexes. 


“ It takes the women to order a gfH>»l din­ 
ner,” said the proprietor of n restaurant the 
other day . “ They like good eating and they 
know what goes with what totter than the 
qjen. Why , a man hail just as soon order 
Cranberry sauce with mutton os not.” He 
shuddered at the thought. 
“ Besides,” he con­ 
tinued in a disgusted tone, “ half of the men 
don’t know mutton from veal, any way .” 
“ Are the women more exacting than the 
men?” 
“ Not a bit of it. 
Then, y ou sre, the under­ 
stand enough about the matter to appreciate 
a dish. 
A man will gulp down t he most 
elaborately prepared meal and never think 
whether ItV taken four or five hours or fifteen 
minutes to prepare it.* The women like to 
eat dinner leisurely , in courses. 
They are 
particular about their desserts, too. 
Why , 
*1 .25 is quite an ordinary sum for them to 
spend on a meal. 
Men seldom spend over 
seventy -five cents—! mean of course for their 
every day noon repast. 
Of course when a 
party of men come in hero together they 
spend a good deal. 
What do they drink! 
Well, both women and men drink u gmnl 
ileal of bottled beer—no, we don’t keep wine. 
Very few of the restaurants do. O, vcs; I 
don’t doubt y ou could get a glass at most* of 
them, but it’s not sold generally ," and indeed 
it is much called for. 
. 
TOTALLY DIFFERENT REASONS. 
“ Women affect iced tea a good deal this 
weather; then, too, they like chocolate, iced 
or hot, according to the state of the thermom­ 
eter. Men take chocolate some, but m y t hey 
find it a little heavy . 
I think they prefer 
coffee. 
Most of them get nil the tea they 
want at home. 
You see, women and men 
come in tor© from totally different reasons. 
The men want to get filled up for as much 
under half a dollar as possible, and get back 
to work. The women come in to enjoy them­ 
selves and rest as long as possible. 
Is their 
love of ice cream a fiction? Well, all I have 
to say is, usk the first y oung woman y ou 
meet.” 
A hollow-ey ed y oung man, who seemed in 
a continual state of jierspiration, laughed 
scornfully when tho same question was asked 
of him. 
“ Why , see here,” he burst out 
hotly , “ we’ve been selling mead and soda 
water and seltzer water here 
quietly for 
y ears, with no bothei at all. 
But the women 
were not satisfied. They were in here every 
day by the dozen. 
‘No ice cream? Ob, my ! 
Ain’t that awful! W hy don’t y ou keep it? 
Why , every one keeps it ?’ Then they got hold 
of the proprietor, and harped away mi tho 
string to him. The copaequence is, we’ve 
got it!” He pointed disdainfully to a little 
room, reposing in semi-darkness behind tho 
portiere. 
“ The store is cluttered up with 
women half tho time now. 
What hours do 
they come iuost! Oh, they ’ll take ice cream 
at any time, but from 3 in the afternoon till 
12 at night there’s no let up. 
What kinds do 
they order the most off Oh, they like any ­ 
thing that’s colored— pinkish or y ellowish or 
brownish. 
I suppose they get them to match 
their dresses. ” 
PEOPLE WHO ARB HUNGRY. 
“ Icecream?” said another man slowly , 
“No , we do n't sell niuch of that. The peo ­ 
ple who co me here are hungry . They want 
so up, sir, and lish and 
meat, and good hon­ 
est Irish po tato es.*’ Jt was not a quiet, well- 
o rdered place with stained glass 
transoms 
and spo tless linen like the first, but a big, 
no isy feeding ho use, where things had tho air 
o f being run by steam. The very people 
seemed to to proiKdled by some galvanic 
fo rce. They were no t co nversatio nal, their 
faces were 
witho ut expressio n o f jo y o r 
sadness. 
Care seemed to have set its rigid 
seat upo n them. 
The “desk’s dead wo o d” (o r 
the co unters) had eaten into their so uls. But 
their bo dies had to to attended to . 
Nearly 
half o f them were sho p girls. They satin 
sto lid patience after they had o rdered their 
meal, and when it came they ate it with an 
unco mpro mising determinatio n 
that must 
have been very alarming, viewed with the 
eyes o f a po tato . A drum-majo r co uld no t 
nave kept mo re faultless tune than did their 
knives and fo rks, and behind them imagina­ 
tio n saw gaunt dy spepsia standing with a 
sickle in his hand, which he hud bo rro wed 
fro m an aged relative. 
These y oung women did not cure so much 
for dessert, but some of them o rdered pie. 
Now and then a woman entered who , it could 
be readily seen, was not accustomed to din­ 
ing at a restaurant. 
She invariably hesitated 
nervously and made three or four false mo­ 
tions before she decided which aisle to se­ 
lect, 
Half way to her seat she would man­ 
age to drop her parasol, she has no end of 
traps—a shopping bag, a mantle, a Harper’s 
Bazar, two bundles, a prize picture, and a fan 
besides her parasol. They had to be disposed 
of on the floor, on the back of the chair, and 
on the table.—Chicago Tribune. 


The polls are open on election day from 8 
>Ylock a. in. until 8 o'clock p. m., and tho 
presiding officer, with his clerk or clerks, is 
» i duty at the polling station all that time. 
The returning officers a t the borough sit in 
the vestry hall at the parish church, and the 
iheriff in the shire hall, to receive apjieals 
| from jiersons Who may have changed their 
| ■vsidenr'c* since the register was completed, or 
who for some other technical reason are not 
illowed by the presiding officer to cast their 
.» allots. 
The polling station is a large room, 
iivided across by a strong railing, with a 
gateway in it. The real* part of* the room is 
further divided by a railing at right angles 
to the first. 
In the rear of tho room are 
’ables at which the electors write their bal- 
tots. They are divided one from the other by 
ugh board divisions reaching to the ceiling 
i f the room, so that a man at one table can 
neither see nor l» e seen by a man at the next. 
On the other side of the room and toliind the 
second iailing sits the presiding officer with 
his clerk, while in front of him stands the 
billot box. 
THE BALLOT BOX AND BOOK. 
Short ly tofore 8 o’clock in the morning of 
election day a (» oliceinan takes his stand at 
the gate. 
There the presiding officer and his 
clerk bring in the ballot to>x, still sealed up, 
and the package of papers. 
Each candidate is 
entitled to have a “ personation agent” at each 
(Killing station,'and in the presence of these 
agents the seal of tho ballot box is broken and 
the l» ox shown to Is* empty . 
The tox is 
made of tin, is utout a foot and u half high, 
and a foot squure. 
On the top it has a slit 
about one and a half inches long and a frac­ 
tion of an inch wide. 
In the sealed package of |» a|>ers are, iirst, a 
complete printed copy of tho register of the 
borough; second, that (xirtion of the register 
which contains the names of the electors en- 
titlcd to vote? in that (Milling district; third, a 
book containing the ballots; fourth, a i» ook 
containing fifty ballots printed on colored 
(Mi(M*r, to to handed out under the objection 
of the “ (» eilsonation agent” of either candi­ 
date. There is also a stamp with which to 
stamp each bullot as it is given out. 
The 
average register has leaves utomt as large os 
those of an unabridged dictionary , and is 
about one-third as thick as that necessary 
book. 
Each page 
is divided 
into five 
columns; in the first npjiears a number, iu 
the second the voter’s name. Then in the 
third comes his residence, his occupation in 
the fourth, whilo the property on which he 
votes is described in the fifth and Inst column. 
The ballot book is like a large and thick 
check book, the ballots being the checks 
They are about its large as the regular small 
blotting papers. 
Each ballot is nuiiitored, a 
eorres(x>nding number toing printed on the 
stub which remains in the book. The names 
of the candidates are printed on the ballot, a 
large blank space toing left opposite each. 
Above each table where the electors write 
their ballots hangs a notice printed in large 
letters, retting forth what the voter may and 
may not do. 
When these notices are put in 
place and the books laid out on tho table, the 
presiding officer and his clerks take their 
pluces, and at 8 o’clock the polls are declared 
open. 
The would-be voter passes by the 
policeman on guard at the gate, who allows 
only one person to enter the inelosurc at a 
time. 
He goes first to the table, and gives his 
name to the presiding officer, who finds it in 
the register. 
“ What is y our reside ice!” asks the presid­ 
ing officer. 
The voter gives it. 
“ Your occupation?” continues the officer, 
and when the answer corresponds with the 
statement iu the register, to asks the voter to 
describe the property on which he claims a 
right to vote. 
PREPARING THE BALLOT. 
Not until all the questions are answered it, 
accordance with the printed form does the 
presiding officer offer the voter a ballot paj>er. 
From the register he takes the voter's num­ 
ber, and writes it in ink on the stub of the 
ballot book, immediately tolow the number 
of the ballot, which is printed, on the stub. 
Then he tears out the ballot pa(*r, stamps it 
with his stamp, and hands it to the voter, who 
goes over to one of the tables. 
There jiens, 
ink and blotting (Mqier are provided. There, 
as he is directed by tho printed notice above 
the table, he marks a cross against the name 
of the candidate for whom he is voting, blots 
his ballot, folds it, and, returning it to the 
table by the railing, holds it up and drops it 
into the ballot box. Having done this, ho 
makes room for the next voter. 
In ease any o bjectio n is made by the agents 
o f either candidate, and the vo ter insists upo n 
casting his ballo t, the presiding o fficer gives 
him a ballo t pa(ierfro m the small ballo t bo o k, 
The pro cedure, is t he same as tho ugh the man 
were casting an unchallenged vo te, but his 
ballo t is thro wn aside when the vo tes are 
co unted and the o bjectio ns to it co nsidered 
later befo re it is co unted. 
If any vo ter is un­ 
able to read o r write, it is the swo rn duty o f 
the presiding o fficer to go with him to tho 
table, tell him the names o f the candidates, and 
place the cro ss o ppo site the name that the 
vo ter wishes, and ho must never reveal tho 
name o f the candidate so selected. 
The ] K)lls are clo sed at, 8 o 'clo ck in the even­ 
ing, after having been o pen twelve ho urs. 
The presiding o fficer is ex(» ected to be present 
all the time; lie is allo wed to to ) absent no t 
mo re than thirty minutes during the twelve 
ho urs, and fo r tho se thirty minutes he must 
appo int a deputy. 
Immediately o n the clo se 
o f the po lls tho ballo t bo x is sealed up, all the 
papers and bo o ks made into a parcel, all bal­ 
lo ts spo iled by vo ters placed to gether and 
sealed, and an acco unt made o f every piece o f 
paper used in the po lling bo o th during the 
daV. 
The presiding o fficer ami his clerks, 
with the agents, then take the J k>x and pack­ 
ages to tho shire to wn o f the co unty, where 
he swears to his returns, and w here the vo tes 
are co unted.—New Yo rk Sun.

A pples en« l Peers Whlel» H eve Traveled 
a Distance of 14,000 Mllea—Improve* 
m ent In Color, hhape and 81*©—Tas- 
m ania's Futuro Orchards. 


A few years ago had any o ne predicted that 
the o rchards o f Australia wo uld pro vide the 
fairest po rtio n o f the dessert fo r the Lo ndo n 
dinner in the height o f the seaso n, he wo uld 
have taxm set do wn ns a dreamer go ne wild 
with the co lo nial idea. 
Yet the miracle ho * 
been acco mplished. 
Apples and pears, them 
so lves the o ffspring o f an English "sto ck, have 
co nic to replenish the native supply, appear­ 
ing in abundance precisely when they arc 
mo st needed. 
In May and carlv June ho use­ 
keepers are so rely tried to furnish the lust, 
co urse. 
English 
apples 
are 
few 
and 
shriveled. 
Tho se o f American gro wth are 
sjient. 
Pears arc no t o n hire. 
The time o f 
t trawto rries has no t co me, except fo r the 
“swaggering” classes. 
(traj» es are in their 
wo rst seaso n. 
The nuts o f autumn aro dry 
and musty, and o ranges are o ver. 
It is at 
this seaso ft that we are to Ik blessed with the 
no ble find beautiful gro wth o f Australia, o f 
which ns yet o nly the timid firstlings appear 
in the fruit market o f the co lo nial exhibitio n. 
Co nsidering that these apples and j*ars 
have traveled a distance cf 14,000 miles. .■ nd 
that the arrangements fo r their transpo rt are 
yet imperfect, wo must pro no unce the o xp< ri- 
mo nt a co mplete succo rs. 
In resjio o t to lo o k 
the fruit will co mpare favo rably with the 
very to st cither o f native gro wth o r o f Ameri­ 
can impo rtatio n. No finer co lo r o r blo o m has 
been seen in Co vent Garden market. 
The 
apples might have to en gathered in the gar­ 
den of the Hespérido s, The (X’ars sho w little 
signs of travel. 
If o nly fo r their appear* 
ance, they are a splendid acquisitio n to o ur 
dinner tables. 
So me o f the fruit, indeed, can 
hardly to reco gnized tus belo nging to the 
names by which they are labeled. 
T1k > ’ar­ 
le! no npareils and the Stunner pippin: are 
larger than the average o f their respective 
kind*. 
The m l streaks and russets recall he 
warmer and brighter hues o f their so uthern 
ho mes. 
There are few of the varieties I ut 
wlyeh sho w un impro vement o n the type in 
co lo r, shape and size. 
In fineness o f skin and 
texture o f fl» *sh they are at least equal to 
their best gro wn English o r fo reign name­ 
sakes. 
Tin; flavor :»< t so <„ood. 
As to flavo r, it must Ik* admitted that they 
are scarcely equal to the pro mise o f their 
1 ticks. 
With the exceptio n o f o ne o r two o f 
the apples, neither they no r the (>ears (the 
jK'ars mo re esjxciallyi are so g(>o< 1 to the 
t a s te as the to st o f English o r American 
fruit: but that is a defect- that will pro bably 
be amended in future impo rtatio ns. 
The en­ 
terprise is a no vel o ne, and it has been car­ 
ried o ut witho ut experience and as yet with 
imperfect means. 
The greater po rtio n o f 
the fruits hitherto exhibited in the co lo nial 
market have co me fro m So uth Australia and 
Victo ria—co lo nies in which the apple and 
(M*ar can scarcely to said to Ik* quite at ho me. 
This is the co untry rather o f the vine, the 
peach and the o range; the climate being 
hardly mo ist eno ugh fo r the pro ductio n o f the 
purely English fruite at their best. 
Tasmania, which is the apple and (» ear 
co untry par excellence, is unfo rtunately no t 
re)» resented in this exhibitio n. 
In Tasmania 
English fruits attain to a degree o f perfectio n 
such as wo uld to scarcely credible to tho se 
who cling to the superstitio n that tho apple is 
a distinctly English pro duct. 
In Tasmania 
all o ur wo rn-o ut British sto cks renew their 
yo uth and vigo r. 
There the Ribsto ne pippin 
is still to to eaten in its mo re than o riginal de- 
lo c tabicness. There the go o se I » err y acquires 
a po sitive grandeur o f character. In that 
Lo to sland o f the so uth is the future o rchard 
o f the empire.—St. James' Budget. 


T he stan d ard G auge of Katleondii. 
A correspondent asks: “ Why was the 
standard gauge of railroads fixed at four feet 
eight and a half inches? What was the scien­ 
tific reason for adopting the fraction of an 
inch?” 
Mr. Felto n, vice-president of the New 
Yo rk, lake Erie and Western railroad, say s 
there is no scientific or any other rearoti for 
it. except precedent and custom, 
In fact, afi 
the scientific or practical considerations 
that 
can enter into the question are against it. 
When Mr. Stephenso n built his first lo co mo ­ 
tive, he, fo r so me reaso n to st kno wn to him­ 
self, built it to the gauge o f the o ld tram ­ 
way» .- fo r vehicles drawn by ho rses—in Eng­ 
land. which was fo ur feet eight and a half 
inches. That l» reame what was known ns the 
“narro w gauge” in England, and 
was natur­ 
ally fo llo wed i n this co untry to n very great­ 
est» ut. 
Ho me o f o ur ro ads have a gauge o f 
fo ur feet eight and o ne-half inches. 
In Eng- 
Ltinl they have a six-fyo t “bro ad” gauge, and 
at o ne time, fo r a very little while, tried a 
s» 'v» "i-fo o t gauge. 
The Erie 
ro ad, built 
o riginally by English capital, was at first a 
six-fo o t go uge, but in 187G the changing 
it 
to fo ur feet eight and o ne-half inches was 
to gun, and no w it is nil »»f that gauge. The 
Pennsylvania Railro ad co mpany uses a gauge 
o f fo ur fret nine inches, to -ause that is a 
co mpro mise gauge to t wren the fo rmer gauge 
»»f fo ur fret eight and o ne-half inches o n the 
eastern lines and fo ur fret ten inches o n its 
ro ads west o f Pittsburg. 
It wo uld to well if 
the fo ur fret eight and o ne-half inches guage 
co uld to widened a little, to »’iiuble greater 
width o f the fire bo xes o f lo co mo tives, and co n­ 
sequently mo re po werful engines, such as it 
wo uld to» desirable to emplo y.—New Yo rk 
Bun.

The questio n arises, what has beco me o f 
the o nce active co lo nial race—descendants o f 
Batavian and Anglo -Saxo n—who so ardently 
so ught their chartered privileges under Go v­ 
erno r Do ngan, and, finally, were amo ng tho 
first to assert their right to them, in arms! 
The Bavarian, the Anglo -Saxo n, the French 
and o ther natio nalities that co lo nized the city 
have disappeared under climatic influences 
and race admixture; and altho ugh the Anglo - 
Saxo n is the co ntro lling parental sto ck, a dis­ 
tinct co lo nial type has resulted. The type, 
acco rding to m any o bservers, is fast disap­ 
pearing. oi* is still in the thro es o f acclimatiza­ 
tio n, there no t having been sufficient en- 
duranee in it ta reach the state o f renatural­ 
isatio n. 
Tlse characteristics o f the co lo nial race, as 
co ntinued to o ur day, distinguish the present 
co lo nial New Yo rker o f three o r fo ur genera­ 
tio ns' descent fro m the co lo nial Anglo -Saxo n 
ancesto r, ns much as the latter is distinct 
fro m the Latin races. 
Such deviatio n is ap­ 
parent in th<* physical, mental, and, (» erhaps, 
mo ral attribute o f the new race, and also in 
its lingual expressio n. 
It requires but a 
glance to distinguish the co lo nial descendant, 
physically, fro m the race ancesto rs. The neck 
has to *eo me elo ngated, the hair is darker and 
straighter, the to nes are smaller, tlie jaws, o r 
jo wls, have beco me co ntracted, the no rmal 
pulse is quicker, the vo ice higher, the co m­ 
plexio n dry and pale: and, abo ve all, the 
po wer o f no urishing the species has materially 
diminished. So pro no unced are these changes 
that tin re are anthro po lo gists who co nsider 
them signs o f race degradatio n and o f an ai>- 
pro aching <*xtinctio n, which can o nly l>e pre­ 
vented by co ntinual admixture fro m mo re 
ro luet so urces. 
If th*’ purity o f a race blo o d j 
is < sseutial to natural to xlilv and mental j 
vig< r. as so me co ntend, than the do minance ! 
<>f the New Englander, thro ugh a mo re pure 
Anglo -Saxo n descent, may to ’ cited as an ex­ 
ample. 
Under th» - small increase in the numbers o f 
tho » lesrendants o f the o riginal settlers, the 
: ity o f New Yo rk is practically in the hands 
o f o ther*. an» l the ancient co lo nial element is 
to ing rapidly eliminated, o r, at least, has l o s t 
pro minence. 
The city o f New Yo rk is no w 
indirectly, if no t directly, ruled hv immi­ 
grants o r the so ns o f immigrants. 
While the 
invasio n o f New England thrift and (>ertin- 
acity have placed the New Englander co m- 
paratively at the head o f its co mmercial, and 
o f very much o f its pro fessio nal li f e , tho se »>f 
imme» lii;te Irish blo o d are practicalIv the 
po litical po wer. 
It is natural that th» ’ fo r­ 
eign element sho uld keep ru le jf they have 
the enterprise to grasp it, and when the do o r 
is left wide o pen; and the descendants o f the 
ancient inhabitants must often to ar the rule, 
even, a t times, of those morally unfit fo i 
power, if they are unwilling o r unable to con< 
tend with the more aggressive races.— J . W.
